It ts a question Г hear often 
this time of year. Whenever a 
tropical cyclone forms in the 
Atlantic Ocean and 15 headed 
їп the general direction of the 
Sunshine State, I'm bombard- 
ed with questions about its 
future track. 

Unfortunately, there is no 
easy answer to the question 
since tropical storms and hur- 
тісапез are the most difficult 
weather phenomena to fore- 
cast. 

We can, however, make а: 
very educated guess. The spe- 
clalists at jhe National 
Hurricane Center, employing 
the latest state-of-the-art tech- 
nology, do a pretty good job of 
making that very educated 
guess. 

.Among the tools these 
eXperts: use are computer 
models. A computer model is 
а complex mathematical for- 
mula that attempts to simu- 
iate the Earth's atmosphere. 

For example, when а tropi- 
cal cyclone forms in the 
Atlantic Ocean, the latest sta- 
tistics on the Storm-its loca- 
tion, Intensity and direction of 
movement-are plugged into 
the formula. A .computer 
crunches the numbers and a 
short time „later, the model 
produces а forecast.
